Introduction 


This year again, several changes have been 
initiated within the Company of Young Canadians. 
The Act establishing the Company has been ques- 
tioned, reviewed and restructured. 

Numerous project submissions, letters of 
inquiry and supportive comments from peoples and 
communities across Canada have assured the 
Company a future as a vibrant organization dealing 
with Canada’s underprivileged citizens. 


As called for by Act C-174, the Government 
provided this year for the establishment of a 
permanent Council made up of fifteen members, 
ten being elected by the volunteers and five being 
appointed by the Government. The Council was 
formed in September 1969 and it held four meet- 
ings before collapsing in December 1969 when 
three members, elected by the volunteers, re- 
signed; including the Chairman. Unable to make 
decisions, unable to elaborate new policies and 
mixing up administration and policy, the Council 
failed as a strong governing body of the CYC. 

At this time, the CYC had to make a full stop — 
analyze itself and initiate internal changes. 


On October 24th, 1969, the Commons un- 
animously approved that a Parliament Committee 
be formed to look into the activities of the Com- 
pany of Young Canadians. The result was an 
amendment of Act C-174 (February, 1970) stipu- 
lating that the Company of Young Canadians 
(which had been an independent agency since 
1966) would now be a Crown Corporation; that 
the administration would be strengthened and 
that the Council would be reorganized. From now 
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on, the Council would consist of no less than 
seven and no more than nine members, all of 
them appointed by the Government. These amend- 
ments have been approved by the Commons and 
have been recorded as Bill C-176. The Company 
of Young Canadians is now governed by Acts 
C-174 and C-176. 


Bill-171 was passed in the third reading on 
December 17th, 1969; this Bill provided for the 
appointment of a Comptroller for the Company 
of Young Canadians. 

Mr. Maxwell Mendelsohn, 28, a lawyer from 
Montreal assumed responsibility for the control 
of all payments to be made by the Company of 
Young Canadians and all other agreements in- 
volving liabilities from the CYC. A closer control 
of financial matters during the first three months 
of 1970 and the non-replacement of volunteers 
whose contracts ended during the period, allowed 
the Company to make up a deficit of $110,000 
carried over from previous years. The Company 
consequently ended the 1969 fiscal year with a 
budgetary surplus. 

As a result of the improved financial situation, 
the Company is further able to consider new 
project submissions that are being received from 
interested groups.

With a strengthened administration it is ex- 
pected that the Company will be able to carry out 
the following program this year: to increase the 
number of its projects and volunteers and to put 
emphasis on the competence of volunteers as 
well as on their ability to relate to underprivileged 
citizens. 

It is well understood that the Company of 
Young Canadians will be insisting on competence 
and experience when recruiting and selecting 
administrative staff and volunteer, members. 

The CYC within specific geographical areas; 
we can already anticipate the development of 
administrative procedures through distribution of 
powers and responsibility assignment; this decen- 
tralization will be implemented as soon as pro- 
jects will demonstrate their ability to act accord- 
ingly. We will work towards these objectives at 
every level: recruitment, selection, training, 
information, etc. in co-operation with the people 
in charge of these services in Ottawa. This will 
mean accrued and more efficient support for the 
projects and a better planning of the Company 
as a whole. 

As far as expansion is concerned, funds are 
available for this year, on a month-to-month basis. 

New CYC projects are decided by the Council 
members at their discretion, but based on a dis- 
cussion of priorities which will involve Company 
and community people. 


project descriptions 


NORTH COASTAL B.C. 


The North Coast project focuses on two areas, 


Port Hardy and Alert Bay. Although separate 
communities, volunteers are warking to give com- 
munity development oriented services to Indian 
and non-Indian communities over the North 
Coast area. 

The volunteers in Alert Bay have a support 
group called the Youth Guidance Committee. 
The committee is made up of the Indian and 
non-Indian communities. The volunteers are help- 
ing to establish an adult education centre aimed 
at drop-outs. A vocational class and classes In 
home nursing, babysitting and crafts are under- 
way. The volunteers also work with other resource 
people in Naniamo, Victoria and Vancouver. The 
Committee and the volunteers work extensively 
with individual youths and their problems. The 


volunteers are constantly attempting a dialogue 
with the community to break down the genera- 
tion gap, so that the community develops its own 
resources for young people. 

In Port Hardy, the project is not so issue 
oriented as in Alert Bay, but there is full com- 
munity support for this project. The volunteers’ 
main objective in Port Hardy is to ‘‘turn-on’’ 
young people and the older generation. To initiate 
this ‘‘turning-on’’, there are plans underway for 
a drop-in centre or community meeting centre 
at the Tsulquate Reserve. During the past year a 
successful youth group was organized, and a 
Youth Guidance Committee began in September, 
1969. There is also a request and an attempt 
being made at a Drug Information program. The 
project is directed at the Indian people, on and 
off the reserve.

X-KALAY FOUNDATION SOCIETY 


The X-Kalay Society in Vancouver is a com- 
bination half-way house and rehabilitiation centre 
for men who are ex-convicts, drug-addicts, alco- 
holics, thieves, etc., and for men and women 
who are interested in self-improvement. 


X-Kalay is a live-in, live-on therapeutic com- 
munity for an unlimited number of resident- 
employees whose motto is ‘Responsibility Through 
Action’. 

All members contribute whatever material 
goods they may possess when they join the foun- 
dation. Everyone contributes the money they earn. 
All derive from the Foundation whatever they 
need, whether it is clothing, pocket money, 
tobacco, transportation or tickets to the theatre. 

Members, once they are accepted into resid- 
ence, are employed in crucial foundation jobs. 
Some members wash dishes or work on the pro- 
blems of real estate and housing. Some members 
provide customer service at the Shell Service 
Station. Others conduct daily seminars, compose, 
type, file or sign heavy correspondence necessi- 
tated by the growth of a community-based, non- 
profit social agency. 

X-Kalay also holds conferences in high 
schools, has group therapy sessions at the 
house, and runs a prison program at Matsqui 
Penitentiary. 

X-Kalay is working toward becoming a totally 
self-reliant Community. It now owns and operates 
two Vancouver businesses, the X-Kalay Shell 
Service Station and the B.C. Pen Company, which 
produces advertising specialties. 

X-Kalay is associated with and supported by 
many other organizations in the Vancouver area 
such as, the Kiwanis, the John Howard Society, 
and the B.C. Penitentiary.

VANCOUVER COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT 


With a view to obtaining the optimum of 
citizen participation within a community and by 
this means providing for a more equitable distri- 
bution of economic and political power, volunteers 
have involved themselves in two major areas: 
tenants rights, and the right of the poor. 

Volunteers are active with Vancouver's 
Tenant's Council, in attempting to get an im- 
proved municipal rent control act. As a result of 
their activities, the Vancouver City Council has set 
up a Rental Accommodation Grievance Board. 
The Tenant Council continues to press for more 
protective legislation and the volunteers are help- 
ing to achieve these goals, as well as initiating 
direct canvassing and the organizing of apartment 
blocks on a door-to-door basis. 

Attempts to help integrate people in a hous- 
ing project with the larger community are part of 
the objectives of integrating low income groups 
into the community proper. People in public 
housing, on welfare and living below the poverty 
line, are organizing so that they may take a fuller 
part in the benefits which their country can offer. 

The volunteers are involved in plans to set up 
a day-care centre, primarily for single parents on 
welfare. The provincial social welfare department 
is interested in helping, and negotiations to ac- 
quire a building are in process. 

In the Skid Row area of Vancouver, a volun- 
teer is working to aid the community people to 
buy, manage and operate a hotel. The hotel would 
provide low cost accommodation for the people 
in this area. Skid Row is under extensive private 
redevelopment which means the displacement of 
a community. As a result, the citizens group has 


incorporated as a non-profit society and have 
obtained a 95% mortgage from CHMC. The 

society 1s negotiating to acquire and renovate 
an old hotel. 

Volunteers also work with the Gastown Com- 
munity Council. The Council represents people in 
the area such as merchants, property owners, 
transient and permanent residents. This organiza- 
tion provides a forum for the interested groups, 
promotes the concept of Gastown as a com- 
munity, and it tackles certain community projects, 
such as a mini-park. Other work includes helping 
hippies to organize a food co-op and an arts and 
craft guild. There are also plans to develop a 
medical centre with totally volunteer staff, equip- 
ment and supplies 

The project has recently expanded to work 
with the pollution problem in Vancouver. A volun- 
teer will be working with citizens around the local 
issues of pollution. He is working closely with a 
group in Vancouver called the Society for Pollution 
and Environmental Control.

British Columbia 
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OKANAGAN VALLEY 


The goal of the project in the Okanagan 
Valley is to evolve an effective voice for the city 
and Indian youth and in doing so substantially 
affect the quality of life of all its citizens. Volun- 
teers are divided between Penticton and Vernon, 
B.C. Their work is not limited to either city but 
reaches the majority of communities in between 

At the Vernon Youth Conference, participants 
from the Vernon and Penticton Reserves con- 
centrated mainly on the unique problems of their 
own communities. As a result of the youth con- 
ference, which was organized by the Vernon Youth 
Action Corps, the youth of Vernon, Kelowna, 
Penticton, Kamloops and Salmon Arm became 
involved together for the first time. A committee 
was organized to link the five centres together 
and to set up a series of conferences at alternat- 
ing communities. 

On the Penticton Reserve effects of the 
volunteers’ work is beginning to reach the youth 
of all the reserves in the Okanagan. The radio 
broadcasts, the circulation of the Okanagan 
Messenger Newspaper and the planned tour of 
reserves to show a film made by a team of 
Indian youth, should be effective in bringing out 
some form of Indian youth organization.

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GREAT SLAVE LAKE 


The Great Slave Lake project is encouraging 
among the native people, involvement in the 
management of the Great Slave Lake area 
resOUrces. 

The project has undertaken to work with the 
NWT Indian Brotherhood in assisting it to estab- 
lish itself organizationally throughout the MacKenzie 
district. 

The volunteers, who publicize and explain the 
work of the native brotherhood, have been invited 
to continue their involvement with the Indian 
Brotherhood. 

Chief Bruneau of the Rae Band, with the 
assistance of two volunteers, have been able to 
convince the Government to change its attitude 


toward local control of the new school recently 
constructed in Fort Rae. It was felt that the 
Indians would not be given an opportunity to 
determine their children’s education. As a result 
the Government agreed to establish a local school 
committee consisting wholly of community people, 
including the Chief. The school curriculum and 
format is decided by the native people themselves. 

The community, already successful with a 
handicraft co-operative, believe that a co- 
operative food store would be equally successful. 
Research is being completed to find out exactly 
how strong the support for the co-op Is. 

Volunteers and the community people are also 
involved with the NWT Housing Agreement. After 
a much publicized document, a change in the 
government rental housing lease resulted with a 
withdrawal of all references to land rights. 

As an alternative to the Territorial Govern- 
ment’s proposal for a town council in Fort Rae, 
the people are considering the criteria laid down 
in. the Indian Act for the election of a Band 
Council. This would make the Band eligible for 
grants from the federal government making It an 
ideal body on which to have a broad form of 
local government.

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CALGARY 


The Calgary project is a ‘’multi-dimensional 
urban development’’ project directed to help 
citizens of lower income areas to organize and 
take part in issues that affect them. 

The volunteers have become part of their 
target Communities and together with the com- 
munity people and city officials they are working 
to resolve the problems of their areas. * 

Housing is a major issue with research a key 
factor to obtaining accurate and definite results. 
A zoning brief prepared by the volunteers and 
citizens helped to raise housing issues in Calgary. 
It outlined that you can’t destroy housing for 
high rise apartments without having alternative 
housing facilities. Reports have been presented 
to City Hall to emphasize the importance of com- 
munity participation in the planning process. 
Through CYC action of organizing tenants, good 
relationships have developed with officials of 
CHMC, although landlords are still trying to 
co-opt emerging leadership. Volunteers also work 
with N.O.W. (No Other Way) committees and 
citizen's groups on the housing issues. 

The CYC and NOW work together in support 
of a direct-charge co-op food store. Members of 
the co-op food store can obtain meat and gro- 
ceries with a 20-40% saving. 

A Co-operative Free School has been organ- 
ized involving approximately twenty mothers in a 
building called the Eau Claire Community Centre. 
Other activities such as a mothers’ group and 
teen groups meet in this house.

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LESSER SLAVE: LAKE 


Volunteers on this project are working in a 
number of Lesser Slave Lake communities on 
issues such as seasonal employment, government 
and agency resources, development of -commun- 
ity leadership and a community newspaper. 

Volunteers are trying to establish an alter- 
native educational program for the large number 
of native drop-outs and native youth facing prison 
terms if no alternative is offered. The local 
magistrates and probation officers have co- 
operated with the volunteers by suspending sen- 
tences if the youths go back to school. A grant 
from the University of Alberta has helped estab- 
lish the college and provide a residence 

Operating out of the CYC Centre, volunteers 
are also involved with the Lesser Slave Develop- 
ment Association, the Human Resources Develop- 
ment Authority and the Federal Department of 
Economic Expansion. 

The CYC Centre also serves the community 
as a place to meet, consult with volunteers and 
local authorities, and produce their newspaper.

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NORTHWESTERN 
SASKATCHEWAN 


The Northwestern Saskatchewan project is 
concerned with the rapid changes in society that 
are pressuring the young native people. These 
influences are forcing the native youths to make 
decisions concerning their social, cultural and 
economic situation in a society that has proven 
to be largely hostile, economically oppressive, 
and destructive of their culture and of their 
rights as native peoples and as individuals. 

Metis volunteers are working directly with the 
youth of Green Lake area. Last year they hosted 
the Indian-Metis Green Lake Jamboree !nvolving 
large numbers of Indian and Metis people. The 
Jamboree was a combination sports day and pow- 
wow. It was the first jamboree in the history of 
that community. 

The CYC office in Green Lake is used as a 
meeting place for local youth, who organized 
themselves into the Green Lake Youth Club

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WINNIPEG 


The Winnipeg project has been initiated as 
required by various groups of citizens in Winni- 
peg. These groups requested volunteers from the 
CYC to work in co-operation with their own staff 
already servicing the citizens. 

The object of this project is to initiate- 
self-help programs in the community, to provide 
practical educational programs on social problem 
areas, and to stimulate social action for the 
participants involved in these programs. 

The project is currently recruiting volunteers 
to begin its new program. 

The new Winnipeg project is a jointly spon- 
sored project with the CYC and Co-Opt Committee 
of Winnipeg working together.

NORTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


The Northwestern Ontario project is based in 
Thunder Bay. It has several areas of involvement, 
all with native peoples. 

In MacDiarmid, Ontario, the Metis people 
with the help of the CYC volunteers, obtained a 
fishing license for their area. Funds for this 
project were made available from a provincial 
agency. Future plans call for the development 
of a fish processing plant in MacDiarmid. Also in 
MacDiarmid, the Canada Manpower Adult Re- 


training program is now a reality. Native people 
for the first time in the history of this community 
are active on the curriculum committee. 

In the Armstrong, Ontario region, there is 
activitly concerning the needs and rights of 
educating the Indian youth in their own communi- 
ties. 

A mobile radio station for the remote Indian 
communities is attempting to restore community 
life through Radio Kenomadiwin. The program is 
supplemented by a newspaper, Kenomadiwin 
News, and by personal contacts made by our 
native volunteers. 

Kenomadiwin News has a circulation of 
approximately 3,000. Participation by readers 
and subscribers is evident through the letters to 
the editor, plus articles written especially for this 
newspaper regarding local events and activities. 

In the Red Lake Area with the approval of 
various citizen groups and the Town Council, 
volunteers are working with the Indian Friendship 
Centre. The volunteers are involved in issues in 
communities adjacent to Red Lake. Such issues 
are problems of employment, housing, transporta- 
tion and the needs of social and welfare services. 

Part of the NWO project is devoted to re- 
search and information. The volunteer brings to 
the attention of the project workers, information 
on data that: may exist, which in turn affects the 
community in which they work, or the manner by 
which they operate.

KINGSTON COMMUNITY 


Kingston volunteers work primarily in com- 
munity development. Integrated into the com- 
munity, the volunteers work with individual citi- 
zens and citizen groups to organize their problems 
and seek out alternative solutions. Seminars and 
workshops are organized on housing problems in 
which citizens are urged to participate. A team 
of community people have recently finished a 
short film on the housing problems called, ‘Dear 
Landlord’. 

Volunteers are still working closely with 
ATAK, Association of Tenants for Action, which 
was formed two years ago In response to desperate 
housing needs at all levels in the community. 

a broad expression of problems faced by those in 


the city have been obtained from various meet- 
ings, and have led to increased membership tn 
ATAK and Tenant Associations. 

An information centre, run by volunteers, 
deals with many other problems of the commun- 
ity. Land titles, landlords, youths on drugs, hous- 
ing for the elderly, are just a few.

TORONTO DEVELOPMENT 


The Toronto Development project works with 
Italians in the Toronto Italian Community. Over the 
past year this project has undergone several 
changes and currently their program is being 
revised and expanded. 

The volunteers were working on an educa- 
tional program for the Italians in the Community. 
They were helping them to know more about the 
functioning of Canadian institutions such as the 
labour unions and the educational systems. 

The volunteers were working towards active 
integration of all immigrants in West Central 
Toronto by co-operating with established agencies 
in the Community. They also went from door to 
door to find out about the problems of the group 
An Italian Centre was organized as a result, with 
co-operation from the local YMCA, and a group 
of students organized to get together and study 
their problems. 

A newsletter, La Carota, was successful in 
linking several community activities together. It 
also published news from Italy and other Italian 
communities in Canada 

One volunteer is currently working with the 
Workmans’ Compensation Board. He works with 
a group of Italian professionals on interpretation 
of policies and forms for disabled workers. This 
volunteer is also working with probation officers 
on local probation cases

999 QUEEN STREET 


A CYC volunteer has been involved at the 999 
Queen Street mental hospital in Toronto since 
September 1967. The project has expanded to 
three volunteers. 

The volunteers aim to involve the inmates 
of the hospital in a process of changing the 
internal conditions of the hospital as well as 
changing the attitudes and prejudices of society 
about the mentally ill. 

The majority of objectives within the hospital 
have been met with success. A bridge of com- 
munication between patients and staff was 
established by developing a therapeutic com- 
munity. Patients have been educated about 
services available outside the hospital. Referral 
and follow-up support for patients has been 
established. Other agencies playing a therapeutic 
role in the city co-operate to bring school groups 
and agency people into Queen Street, in order to 
help eliminate prejudices towards patients — and 
also of patients towards the outside world. 

The volunteers now are investigating the 
possibilities of treatment methods, placements 
and services in the ‘‘non-hospital community ’ for 
some of the potentially long-term patients.

The two volunteers are actively doing re- 
search and organization of physically handicapped 
people in the Metropolitan Toronto area on 
financial, housing, transportation and recreation 
problems and working conditions. Meetings and 
conferences are held regularly with various 
agencies and organizations to discuss these 
problems. Plans for the formation of independent 
enterprises, transportation facilities and a housing 
co-operative are being discussed and planned.

OTTAWA 


Volunteers on the Ottawa project are involved 
in the many aspects of community developmént 

The Public School Board of Ottawa donated 
an unused school for a period of three years to 
one of the programs ‘Operations Achievement’ 
Operations Achievement was organized to tutor 
under-achieving primary grade students (kinder- 
garten, grades one and two) after their day- 
school hours. The students are taught in a one- 
to-one ratio, one student to one teacher. Group- 
learning sessions are now operating as well. 

To involve the whole McNabb community in 
Operations Achievement, and after considerable 
research, a newspaper was started. From a state- 
ment in the community newspaper, a community 
meeting was organized, which in turn, resulted 
in people in the community participating in 
other programs. 

Project volunteers are also working with 
public housing tenants on tenants’ rights issues. 
A team of twenty ‘tenant organizers’” are work- 
ing with a community to organize tenant problems 
and concerns. 

The project office is oriented around research 
and information, providing the community with a 
reference Office.

OTTAWA CIVIL LIBERTIES 


One volunteer is working with the Ottawa 
Civil Liberties committee. He is dealing with 
groups or individuals that have grievances with 
respect to Human Rights and Civil Liberties. 

Within the city of Ottawa, there is a systema- 
tic attempt through community volunteers to 
collect affidavits of police practices that appear 
to be inconsistent with the citizens’ civil rights. 
The volunteer researches individual and group 
cases, where people feel they have been unjustly 
treated by the law. 

The Ottawa Civil Liberties project is involved 
in a study of complaints regarding the services 
and counselling provided by Canadian Manpower 
Centres. 

It has presented a brief to the Mayor's 
Committee on Youth; enquired into several cases 
relating to welfare, housing standards and related 
matters 

A regular newsletter is published keeping 
people concerned with and interested in the Civil 
Liberties, up-to-date on educational programs, 
courses on public housing and civic government, 
the progress of Civil Liberties court cases, and 
general information about Civil Liberties and 
Human Rights.

Volunteers in Joliette have involved them- 
selves with unions and social service agencies. 
They have direct contact with local citizens and 
can help them to organize around their various 
problems, by helping them to take a part in the 
decision-making process. 

An education and information service has 
been set up. Information campaigns are initiated 
on community issues such as work legislation and 
the right to vote for youth at municipal elections. 
Students and young workers last year participated 
in organizing a city-wide cultural week. Com- 
munity issues are discussed on a weekly radio 
program and a radio ‘‘hot-line’’ provides instant 
information on questions phoned in. 


Volunteers also do research on welfare and 
urban renewal problems in Joliette.

The volunteers of this project are working 
with Mercier Citizens’ Committee helping them to 
take part In community decision-making processes 
that affect them. ; 

The problems they have dealt with so far 
are: social security, housing, medical care and 
public administration. During the Fall of 1969, 
adult-oriented films were available for the Mercier 
community people. 

During the summer the volunteers also 
worked with the ‘Comité des jeunes de Mercier ’ 
which involved more than 150 students and 
workers within the area. The project also initiated 
“Operations Alarme’’ in July, 1969 in order to 
make people aware of the problems of unem- 
ployment.

MILTON PARK 


Milton Park in Montreal has had very effec- 
tive results from citizens organizing around the 
needs of their neighbourhood. 

A community petition, organization of a 
citizens committee, a community newsletter, use 
of resource people, a march on city hall and the 
use of the media, a brief to the Hellyer Task 
force on Housing, delayed the start on the demo- 
lition of the residential area, and its replacement 
by a commercial complex. 

The commercial complex organizers set up a 
“tenant relations’’ department headed by a social 
worker as a result of the tenant complaints list. 

Other community activities include a ‘Friday 
night walk-in movie — held in back yards of the 
area and a day-care centre, servicing mothers 
with urgent needs. 

The use of existing agencies such as the 
Welfare Clinic, the Rental Board, the University 
Settlement House, have resulted in the provision 
of services and the use of services by people in 
the area. 

An objective of the group is to incorporate, 
in order that they may own properties, operate a 
nursery school and summer camp facilities and 
be the carrier of a subsidized project for the pre- 
sentation and renovation of property in the 
community.

ACEF (MONTREAL) 


ACEF is a community movement of social 
education. It aims at groups and “animating ’’ 
the social and economic local organizations to per- 
mit the well-being of families in its economic 
implications.

ACEF offers the citizens of the area in which 
it works, a variety of services ranging from budget 
consultation, to emergency clinics for people on 
strike. Legal assistance, legal advice, information, 
documentation & research are some other specific 
programs available to citizen groups & family 
units, as well as on an individual basis. A central 
office is located in downtown Montreal, but a 
mobile team comprised of volunteer workers take 
the ACEF program out into the community at 
large. 

Volunteers receive a specialized training 
provided by the ACEF group. Successful trainees 
are then granted volunteer status with the CYC.

NORTHWESTERN QUEBEC 


The Northwestern Quebec project was 
created in July, 1969 and it immediately secured 
the financial and administrative co-operation of 
various local agencies and community people 
such as the UCC, United Steel Workers, Labour 
Council, carpenters and woodworkers, teachers, 
as well as the indirect co-operation of CERNOO 
(Regional Economic Council) and COSNOQ 
(Social Development Council). 

The project is a program of social animation 
through audio-visual techniques (local television 
and radio) carried out by local unions in co- 
operation with the CYC. 

The volunteers are producing 26 television 
programs (30 minutes each). The orientation of 
these programs is determined by the Program 
Committee which is made up of farmers, workers, 
teachers and students. 


The television programs deal with fishing, 
hunting, unionism, finance companies, as well as 
with work injuries, advertising and consumer 
consumption.
